I am preaching today on “Deso- 
late America.” [ am not going 
into the political ills, though it is 
not hard to see some political ills 
and troubles. Neither am I going 
into our economic setup and the 
terrible dislocation that is bréught 
about by hateful and radical men. 


I should like to say by way of 
introduction that what is wrong 
with America is with the Chris- 
tian people and with the churches. 


You say, “Brother Rice, the 
meat is about spoiled in Ameri- 
ica”’ That is right. The trouble 
is that the meat always spoils un- 
less you have salt. The trouble 
is not with the meat in America; 
the trouble is the lack of salt. 

You say, “Brother Rice, the 
boys and girls in America are go- 
ing to the dogs.” Well, some of 
them.are. We always have boys 
and girls, and we always have 
them going to the dogs unless we 
have the right kind of dads and 
mothers. The trouble is not with 
the boys and girls; the trouble is 


with the dads and mothers in 
America. 

You say, “But Brother Rice, 
lost people are worldly-minded, 


and profane, and adulterous.” 
Sure they are. But I remind you 
now that we are the light of the 
world that shines into dark hearts. 
What is wrong with America is

You say, “But, Brother Rice, 
the body-politic is full of sores.” 
That is right. But Christians 
ought to have medicine. 
Scripture says here, “From the 
sole of the foot even unto the 
head there is no soundness in it; 
but wounds, and bruises, and put- 
rifying sores: they have not been 
closed, neither bound up, neither 
mollified with ointment.” The 
church of Jesus Christ and the 
gospel of Jesus Christ, God- 
anointed and God-called preach- 
ers, and God-established churches 
ought to have something for 
what is wrong with the world. 
Don't you see that? Jesus said, 
“IT am the light of the world.” 
Then He said, “Ye are the light 
of the workd.” When Jesus fed 
the five- thousand hungry people, 
none of them had any food ex- 
cept one boy who had brought 
his lunch of five little barley bis- 
cuits and two small fishes . The 
disciples came and said to Jesus, 
‘Send them away. They will all 
get starved out here. Send them 
away so they can buy some food.’ 

Jesus said, ‘““They need not de- 
part; give ye them to eat.” We 
do not have to let the world go 
to Hell. We ought to have some- 
thing for them. You say the 
world is starving. That is right; 
it is. There ought to be somé. 
body who could give them the 
gospel. “Oh,” somebody § says, 
“but, Brother Rice, we just do 
not have any way.” Something 
bad has happened to churches 
and Christians in America. 


We are not like Peter and John. 
In the third chapter of Acts we 
are told that they went to the 
temple at the hour of prayer. As 
they went into the temple there 
was a poor maimed man who, I 


suppose, sat with his tin cup. 
Peter and John said, “Look on 
us.” 


He looked up and thought, ‘I 
can get another penny in my cup 
now.’ 

But Peter said, ‘I don’t have 
any pennies.’ Well, that is all 
right; I have known other preach- 
ers who were just as broke as 
Peter was. ‘The difference is that 
Peter had something the rest of us 
preachers do not have. You are 
not like Peter just because you 
He said, “Silver and 


have I give thee: In the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up 


| and walk.” The world is lame, but 
| the trouble is not that the world is 


lame and sick. The trouble is that 
we cannot say, “Rise up and walk,” 
because we do not have the mir- 
acle power, the saving salt. The 
world is in darkness, going down- 
hill in the darkness, and we do not 
have any light. That is the trou- 
ble. From God's viewpoint the 
trouble is with the people of God. 
You say, “We ought to have a 
revival.” Well, what is lacking? 
Aren't there any sinners to preach 
to? Why can’t you have a re- 
vival? The thing that is lacking 
is that we do not have the power 
of God on the people of God. You 
see, you need not blame lost peo- 
ple for being lost. Every person 
ever born into this world was a 
sinner by nature, and as soon as 
he became accountable to God, 
knowing right from wrong, he 
became a willing, deliberate, con- 
scious sinner. It is nothing new 
that we have sinners away from 
God. It is nothing new that in 
this world we have people more 
worried about food for their bellies 
and clothes for their backs than 
about their immortal souls. That 
is common to the whole race of 
mankind. No, whatever is wrong 
with desolate America these days 
is primarily wrong with Christians 
and churches. If we can_ get 
Christians and churehes and 
preachers right, we can have 
America revived and blessed. 
Formalism in the Churches 
What is the matter with us 
Christian people? First of all, I 
would say we are content with 
formal religion and formal religi- 
ous living; and that is not what 


God wants and not what the world | 


needs, I think that everyone who

Listen, when the Lord 
says, “Bring ye all the tithes into 
the storehouse,” there is not any- 
thing in that for the world-wide 
mission program at all. That 
just takes* eare of God's place. 
There is not anything there to 
keep the Christian Business Men’s 
Committee on the air. There is 
not anything there to keep Chris- 
tian colleges going. The truth is 
that the New Testament requires 
a lot more than one-tenth, if any- 
body really means business for 
God. It requires not only the 
tenth but all ten-tenths, and then 
the man himself who has the 
money, and his heart and his soul 
—everything he has! God said, 
“What are all these sacrifices for? 
I do not need them. I’m not poor. 
I am not bungry that I need your 
roasted lamb. I am not sick that 
I need for ministrations. I am not 
poor; I am not a beggar.’ 


Listen carefully and see if that 
is not what He said: “To what 
purpose is thé multitude of your 
sacrifices unto me? _ saith the 
Lord: I am full of the burnt-of- 
ferings of rams, and the fat of 
fed beasts; and I delight not in 
the blood of bullocks, or of lambs, 
or of he goats.” 


You will understand that it 
God who appointed that. people 
should bring lambs and bullocks 
and he-goats. It is God who ap- 
pointed them to bring sacrifices. 
But I tell you now, any time giv- 
ing becomes a formal ceremony, 
any time it gets to be just a rou- 
time matter, just a rut that you 
have fallen into; any time you do 
it just because you think nice 
people do it that way, then you 
can put it down that God stops

At one of the Winona Lake Con- 
ferences on Evangelism, forty o1 
fifty evangelists subscribed heart- 
ily to a code of ethics for evangel- 
ists, almost word for word as 
given below. I have repeatedly 
said to groups of pastors in the 
Carolinas, “Make your own code 
of ethics for evangelists! Make 


it as strict and strong as you can! 
We have already agreed on a 
stronger one than you would write. 
You may trust these evangelists 
who work with THE SWORD OF 

The following points are almosl 
exactly as adopted by evangelists 
at our Winona Lake Conference. 

1. There must be no compromis- 
ing im our preaching in order to 
avoid offense om the main doc- 
trines of Christ, the Bible, sin and 
salvation. We will mot enter a 
free to preach ijovingly, but faith- 
fully, Scripturally, and definitely 
on these matters of primary “m- 
portance, 

2. True Bible evangelism must 
be carried on with fervent hearts 
filled with love for all Christians. 
We, as evangelists in Union Cam- 
paigns will be non-sectarian in 
spirit, we will not stir up division 
and strife between denominations, 
and will not major on minors. An 
evangelistic campaign to be a 
large success must be centered: 

a. On reviving of Christians. 
b. On the conviction and aal- 
vation of sinners. 

Every true revival then, should 
end with Christians more united 
than when it began, and should 
leave added harmony, and never 
division and strife. 

3. Sword Fellowship evangelists 
will set no price on our services. 
Each evangelist in this fellowship 
wili seek to go only where God 
leads, and to do God’s will and 
then will look to God to gee that 
he is properly cared for finan- 
cially. The evangelist will make 
no financial demands, will not 
indicate how much money he 
needs or feels he deserves. The 
evangelist’s travelling expenses, 
room and board should be paid 
usually out of General Expense 
Funds raised in nightly free-will 
offerings. Then a love offering 


might be taken for the evangelist 


under the direction of cooperating 
pastors, and that without any un- 
seemly pressure. Song leaders may 
be paid by the evangelists out of 
their love offerings, or out of the 
lecal expense budget if clearly 
agreed upon. In good revival cam- 
paigns where God richly blesses, 
God's people will take care of 
God's evangelists. Tt ig our sug- 
gestion that Love Offering Enve- 
lopes be distributed the last few 
nights of a campaign, and that 
God's people be invited, by the 
pastora, to give as they feel will 
please God. 

4. We agree te be moderate in 
our requests about the kind of 
room and meals we desire, con- 
scientiously economical in our ex- 
pense accounts, striving always to 
be content with such things as we 
have, living moderately ag other 
humble Christian men live. 

5. We believe in intelligent, ag- 
gressive advertising and promotion 
of Revival Campaigns, but will 
seek to avoid (a) any insincere or 
dishonest advertising; (b) any 
language or methods that would 
necessarily bring reproach upon 
Christ and His cause. 

S. We pledge ourselves never to 
use a campaign sponsored by one 
church, or a group of churches, 
for the purpose of organizing a 
church, tabernacle, Gospel Center, 
or other such work of our own. We 
will not betray the trust of pastors 
and churches. In every case we will 
earnestly strive to strengthen the 
churches, to encourage Christians 
te have love and confidence in 
godly pastors, and always to build 
up the work of the churches in- 
stead of detracting from itt. We 
agree not to write cifcular ictters 
back to people contacted im these 
revivals, to ask for money. though 
subscriptions may be taken for 
reputable Christian magazines. 

We believe that God sometimes 
biessed independent Revival Cam- 
paigns, and we wish to encourage 


soul winning by every evangelist, 


but the SWORD FELLOWSHIP

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His ears, turns away His face. 
God does not want that kind of 
giving, that kind of living, that 
kind of work. It is an abomina- 
tion to God! 

I think that God despises what 
we ordinarily call worship serv- 
ices as much as the decadent 
priesthood at Jerusalem where 
the people had turned their hearts 
from God. The rigmarole still 
went on, you know. The priests 
went about their business. They 
brought lambs and sacrifices. No- 
body much loved God, nobody 
eared if the world went to Hell, 
nobody was burdened about sin; 
but everybody went through the 
ceremonies just the same. I hear 
Chirstian people pray. in the. most 
pious and unctuous tones. They 


atart out, “We thank Thee for 
Jesus Christ,” etc., etc. ~ Their 
words are wonderful. But God 


gaid, “This people draweth nigh 
unto me with their mouth, and 
honoureth me with their lips; but 
their heart is far from me” (Isa. 
quoted by Jesus in Matt. 15:8). 
God is not content with a forma! 
kind of worship. God does not 
want it. It is an abomination to 
Him. That does not make you a 
good Christian. That does not 
make your prayers acceptable. 

The Scripture here in the first 
chapter of Isaiah goes on to say, 
“When ye come to appear before 
me, who hath required this at your 
hand, to tread my courts? Bring 
no more vain oblations; incense is 
an abomination unto me; the new 
moons and sabbaths, the calling 
of assemblies, I cannot away 
with; it is iniquity, even the sol- 
emn meeting.” 

‘I remind you again that it was 
God who had required the Jews 
to set apart certain sabbaths to be 
observed ceremonially. It was 
God who had required them to 
keep these certain rules and laws

had when Jesus came; that is 
what you Chicago Pharisees have 
when Jesus comes _ in your 
churches! You have your little 
altar sets and candles and cruci- 
fixes and you bow there to pray. 
Idolatry! God hates it. God 
hates it! You had better hear me 
now when I say that formal re- 
ligion, formal Christian _ living, 
formal service is an abomination 
to the Lord! 

I think people ought to pray 
the Lord’s Prayer but they ought 
to pray the meaning of it. I do 
not think it matters whether they 
use the exact words of he Lord’s 
Prayer, but I think it does matter 
desperately whether their hearts 
mean it. or not. Unconverted 
people, . worldly-minded people, 
people who went to a late show 
last night, people who were at, a 
cocktail party last night, people 
who have not won a soul in years, 


pray, “Thy kingdom come. Thy 
will be done in earth.” Hypocrite! 
You do not mean it. Liar! Don't 


you think God knows as much as 
I know? I can see through that. 
Formal religion and formal pray- 
ing, when in your heart there is 
no burden, no passion, no tears, 
no holy shaking and earthquake 
of God on you, is not pleasing to 
God! 

I am not talking only about 
modernistic churches. I am not 
simply speaking about the church- 
es where people do not believe in 
the Bible. I am talking about 
our fundamental churches. We 
need to get back to the reality of 
Christ and have His burden and 
passion. 

That will mean sometimes that 
the preacher who preaches with 
the fire of God on him will make 


mistakes in his grammar... So 
what? I know a lot worse sins 
and crimes than § that! That 


means that sometimes people will 
not finish all their sentences when 


(= 


called to the man clothed with 
linen, which had the writer’s ink-

The third thing I say is wrong 
with the churches, and therefore 
wrong with America, is that we 
have become so little concerned 
about winning souls. We do not 
do what Jesus said. We know 
about the Great Commission that 
commands us to take the gospel 
to every creature. We say, “All 
right; fine. I will pay a dollar to 
send somebody.” <A dollar! What 
is a dollar these days? Everybody 
has dollars. Everybody’ these 
days has electric iceboxes. Ev- 
erybody these days drives nice 
cars and wears fine clothes. You 
have more money than you can 
spend, and you are just waiting 
until you can get more nylon 
stockings, a new automobile, & 
new refrigerator and a new wash- 
ing machine! Sure, you will give 
God a dollar! I suppose God 
ought to get down on His face and 
kiss the hem of -.your garment! 
Boy, you have busted yourself, 
haven’t you?—taking the gospel 
to a lost world. 

Oh, if we would only learn to 
cry! Do you know why God 
does not hear us pray? He said, 
‘I do not want any more of your 
sabbaths and your new moons. 
When you lift up your hands I 
am not going to hear you pray. 
Your hands are full of blood,’ 

“Blood ?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“The blood of whom?” 


“The blood of poor lost souls 
everywhere, the blood of people 
you never did cry about.” 

The terrible thing about a re- 
vival campaign like this one we 
are having in Chicago is that 
there are so many people telling 
us how wonderful things are. Yes, 
it sounds wonderful, but it is not 
as wonderful as it sounds. 200 
churches cooperating?

Listen, we do not have much 
trouble getting the sinners saved 
who come to the Arena. These 
preachers who are helping and 
these personal workers will bear 
witness to the fact that a large 
percentage of the lost people who 
come, get saved.

of Jesus Christ? 
1.He died as a vicarious offering

The dictionary tells us_ tnat 
vicarious suffering is “suffering 
in the place of another.” Jesus, 
the perfect righteous One, de- 


served to live, but He died in the 
place of unjust sinful men who 
deserved to die. “But ne was 
wounded for our transgressions, 
he was bruised for our iniquities; 
the chastisement of our peace was 
upon him; and with his stripes we 
are healed” (Isa. 53:5). “For 
Christ also hath once suffered for 
sins, the just for the unjust, that 
he might bring us to God” (I Pet. 
3:18). 

Several years ago a number of 
men were working in a huge pit 
near Asheville, North Carolina. A 
landslide one day killed seven of 
these men. One man who usually 
worked in this pit stayed at home

that day and hig brother went to 
work in his place and died,in his 
stead. This igs an illustration of 
one man dying in the place of 
another, but it ig not a good 
illustration of Christ’s atonement. 
This man did not know that he 
Was going to die in the place of 
his brother, but Jesus’ did know 
He was going to die in the place 
of lost sinners. The principle of 
one suffering for another is ali 
around us in this world,*but the 
supreme example is given in Jesus. 
Of all the men who have come into 
this world, He deserved most to 
live, but He died in the place of 
men who deserved to die because 
of their sin. 

2. He died as a ransom for the 
many. 

“Even as the Son of man came 
not to be ministereg unto, put to 
minister, and to give his life a 
ransom for many” (Matt. 20:28). 

What is a ransom? A rich man’s 
son is captured by kidnapers and 
they hold him until the rich man 
pays a price which they demand. 
This money is called “ransom” 
money. Well ,sin has man in its 
power but Christ died to redeem 
man from sin and to secure his 
release from the power of the law. 
The difference is right here, how- 
ever: the rich man gives his money 
for one who loves him and Jesus 
gave Himself for those who had 
sinned and rebelled against Him. 

3.He died as a sin offering 

“Thou shalt make his soul an 
offering for sin” (Isa. 53:10). In 
the ninth chapter of Hebrews we 
are told about the Old Testament 
offerings. We read of how innocent 
blood was shed and how this blcod 
was offered as an atonement for 
sin. Once each year the High 
Priest would venture into the Holy 
of Holies and there he would meke 
a blood offering for his sins and 
for the sing of the people. This 
chapter points to these varicus 
sacrifices and then tells us that 
“without shedding of blood is no 
remission.” Then we are told that 
Jesus shed His blood and that 
sins are remitted in His name and 
there is no pardon and forgiveness 
outside the atoning blood of Jesus. 

4He died as a propitiation for 
our sins, 

God has a holy wrath because 
of sin. He is not angry at the 
sinner, but at the sin which hurts 
Him. God hates‘sin with all of riis 
might. How can that wrath be 
appeased? Can man do it? Can 
man pay enough? No, Christ must 
die and His blood must become 
the thing which appeases_ the 
wrath of God. “Herein is love, not 
that we loved God, but that he 
loved us, and sent his Son to be 
the propftiation for our sins”: (I 
John 4:10). 

The word “propitiate’ means 
“to render favorable.” We had 
lost favor with God through sin

and we were brought back into

old hardened sinners or tender 
young ones; whether they be Pro- 
testant or Catholic or Jewish; 
whether they be white or colored, 
is not primarily the trouble with 
lost people. If we could just have 
Christian people who cared enough 
to get in their cars and go after 
people, love people and bring them 
into the services, we could have 
people saved. The trouble is not 
with the unsaved. O God, give 
us a broken and contrite heart! 

A friend of mine went to a 
great Christian institution near 
Chicago to preach; and as _ he 
preached, he wept. Some students 
of that institution on a bus were 
heard to whine and pretend and 
mock that preacher because he 
wept when he preached. O God, 
have pity! What will God do 
when He sends out His slaughter 
crew for preachers who do not 
weep? My preacher brethren, I 
wonder if that man with the linen 
garment and the inkhorn by his 
‘side will mark your forehead as 
one who sighs and cries, or will 
he let you go with those who are 
slaughtered? 

Iam a very poor kind of preach- 
‘ex. but these old eyes of mine

have nearly been wept out over 
sinners. I do not know any way 
preach without tears, and I hope 
God will let me me die before I 
ever learn to! We need a broken 
heard for a dying world. And we 
will never have a revival until we, 
the people of God, learn to wait 
and sigh and mourn over our own 
sins and over lost people who are 
around us. Then, and not until 
then, people will believe us and 
God will believe us. Then, and 
not until then,.God wil hear us 
pray and sinners will hear our 
testimony. God give us such 
hearts! 


Do you know what is wrong 
with America? Let me say it 
again: it is with us Christians— 
us preachers, us church people. 
Then, O God, give us a contrite 
and burdened heart to get people 
to Jesus, to get them saved! 

I wonder if some poor lost sin- 
ner is hearing me today. If so, do 
you gather from what I am say- 
ing now that it is a serious mat- 
ter? Oh, then turn to Christ! 
With all your heart, repent and 
seek the Lord. Today, receive 
the dear Lord Jesus into your 
heart and trust Him to save you.

this favor through the blood of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. God’s holiness 
causes Him to have a hatred of 
sin, a hatred which must be mani- 
fested. But He has a real love for 
the sinner. Hig wrath for sin must 
strike somewhere — it must smite 
the sinner or his substitute. Thank 
God, Christ became that substi- 
tute for me! “All we like seep 
had gone astray; we had turned 
every one to his own way; and the 
Lord hath laid on him the iniqu ty 
of us all.” But someone will say, 
“It looks wrong for God, the first 
person, to take the sin of man, a 
guilty second person, and put it on 
Christ, an innocent third person.” 
But this is not the case. Christ is 
not a third person — H=2 is God 
Himself, taking the sin of man 
upon Himself. God the Father 
suffered in the body of God the 
Son. He expressed His hatred for 
Sin and His love for man nol 
by punishing the sinner, but b) 
taking man’s sin upon Himself. 
This is more than just — this is 
gracious and wondrous love. 

5. He died to redeem us from 
the curse of the law. 

Have you always kept the law? 
Have you always obeyed every- 
one of the Ten Commandments 
No, the Bible tells us that we are 
guilty and our own hearts condemn 


us. Since we broke the iaw we 
have come under the curse of a 
broken law, but Jesus in Hi. 
matchless love became a cursé¢ 
for us. ‘“‘Cursed is everyone wh 
hangeth upon a tree.” His death 


by crucifixion redeemed us from 
the curse that we deserved by 
taking it upon Himself. 


6.He died as 
sacrifice. 

This is the same truth in anotrey 
form. Christ’s blood serves as a 
ground on which God passes ove! 
us and spares us. “For even Christ 
our passover is sacrificed for us” 
(I Cor. 5:7). You recall the picture 
of that awful night in Egypt, Ihe 
death angel wag to fly over the 
land and take the life of the elaest 
child in every home where there 
was no blood upon th doorpost. 
When the death angel saw the 
blood, he passed over the fortun- 
ate home. There is only one way 
for God to pass Over us and save 
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us — He must see the blood Is 

the blood of Christ om the door- 

post of your soul today? He died 
to furnish you this passover. Under 

His blood you are safe forever 

more. The sacrifice is ready, but 

it is up to you to get under the 
blood. 

Hil. The Results of the Aton- 
ing Death of Jesus Christ 
We have seen the glorious pur- 

pose of His death, but the results 

are even more glorious. I can 
speak of them only in part. 

1.A propttiation is previded for 
the werld. 

“And he ig the propitiatien for 
our sins: and not for our’s only, 
but also for the sins of the world” 
(I John 2:2). This means that the 
death of Christ is the basis upon 
which God deals in mercy with 
the world. This ig the only ground 
on which God can deal with any 
man. But when the rankest sinner 
comes to Him, God is ready to 
deal with him in a saving way. 
When a child does wrong, the 
father may permit the child’s 
brother to take the punishment 
upon himself. In-this way the 
father is dealing with the bad son 
in mercy through the elaer 
brother. This is a slight picture 
of what God did for us in Christ 
Jesus. 

2.We attain resurrection from 
the dead through the atoning 
blood. 


“For as in Adam all die, even 
so in Christ shall all be made 
alive” (I Cor. 15:22). All through 
this chapter Paul is talking about 
the resurrection of Christ and the 
resurrection of believers. The curse 
of death came through Adam, 


causing all of us to guffer physica) 
death. However, those who are im 
Christ shal) live again unto life 
eternal. Which shall be your 
resurrection? Will you rise te 
life or to death? It all depends 
upon the attitude that you take 
toward Christ who gives you this 
resurrection. 


3. All believers have forgivences 
of sing through His atoning oath 

“In whom we have redeinption 
through his blood the forgiveness 
of sins, according to the riches of 
his grace’ (Eph. 1:7). Our for- 
givenese has already been secured 
through the blood, but we ap- 
propriate it through our faith. 

A preacher in England said te 
a dying woman, “Have you made 
your peace with God?”

“We know that we have passed 
from death unto life, because we 
love the brethren. He that lov- 
eth not his brother abideth in 
death” (I John 3:14). As long as 
you do not love real Christians, 
you are in a state of DEATH. 

“And unto the angel of the 
church in Sardis write: These 
things saith he that hath the 
seven Spirits of God, and the 
seven stars; I know thy works, 
that thou hast a name that thou 
livest, and art dead” (Rev. 3:1). 
Many church members and relig- 
ious people who have “a name to 
live” are DEAD. 


Without God! 

Third, you are without God! 
“At that time [before conversion] 
ye were without Christ” (Eph. 
2:12). The Greek word means 
literally “apart from God; cut off 
from God.” Your unforgiven sins 
force Him to take sides against 


you. God is against you! His 
wrath is upon you now because 
of your 


(1) Unbelief (refusing to be- 
lieve on Jesus)—John 3:36. 
(2) Ungodliness (ignoring God, 


His Word, His will for you)-——-Rom. 
1:18. 
(3) Impenitence (refusing to 


obey His command to repent)— 
Rom, 2:5; Acts 17:30. 


God is a terror to the unsaved. 
“Knowing therefore the terror of 
the Lord, we persuade men; but 
we are made manifest unto God; 
and I trust also are made mani- 
fest in your consciences” (II Cor. 
5:11). 

God is fearful to meet if you 
are unsaved! “It is a fearful 
thing to fall into the hands of the 
living God" (Heb. 10:31). 

God is a consuming fire. “Where- 
fore we receiving a kingdom 
which cannot be moved, let us 
have grace, whereby we may 
serve God acceptably with rever- 
ence and godly fear; For our God 
is a consuming fire” (Heb. 12: 
28, 29). . 

“I¢ God be fér us [Christians], 
who can be against us?” (Rom.

you)? 

Condemned Already! 

Fourth, you are condemned al- 
ready! “He that believeth not 
[refuses to believe] is condemned 
already” (John 3:18). You are in 
the death-cell, a prisoner who has 
broken the law. You have been 
tried, found guilty. The solemn 
hour comes when the Judge must 
pass sentence on you. There is a 
solemn hush over the court as the 
Judge slowly pronounces the doom 
of the prisoner. “The jury has 
found you guilty, and the punish- 
ment for your crime is death. I 
therefore sentence you to die.” 
That doomed man is every sinner 
who has not accepted salvation 
through Christ! You are to die 
and you are to die the second 
death' The second death is the 
lake of fire!

Facing Physical Death Alone 

—and Hell 

Fifth, you are facing physical 
death alone—and Hell. “The rich 
man also died, and was buried; 
and in hell...” (Luke 16:22, 23). 
Jesus here tells us that which 
happens to the soul at death. The 
saved man, at death, had angels 
waiting to take him to Abraham's 
bosom, the place where the saved 
are in comfort. Not so with the 
unsaved; he had no angels to re- 
ceive him. He had refused to 
obey God and repent (Luke 16: 
30), and now God ignores him. 
His body went back to the dust, 
but his soul was immediately in 
hell, in conscious and unending 
torment! Oh, thank God, those 
who repent and have the Lord as 
their Shepherd can say, “Though 
I walk through the valley of the 
Shadow of death, I will fear no 
evil: for thou are with me.” 

A few months ago I stood by 
the bedside of a little ten-year-old 
boy as he breathed his last breath. 
Beside him stood his mother who 
had brought him into this world 
and had tenderly cared for him, 
and his father who had loved him 
and supported him. But loved 
ones are helpless to aid him now. 
As the mother cried, “Oh, Sonny 
boy, how can I go home without 
you!” I rejoiced in my soul that 
this was not the wail of despair, 
but only temporary separation, 
for the boy died “in the Lord.” 
He had repented and confessed 
Jesus, and also his father and 
mother were saved. As I stood 
there I could almost visualize the 
angels hovering over that bed as 
they did over Lazarus. When 
earthly hands have ministered 
their last aid to the dying child 
of God, the heavenly ministers 
bear his soul and spirit away into 
the presence of Jesus (Heb. 2:14; 
II Cor. 5:8). These truths, how- 
ever, are not for you who refuse 
to repent! “Died...buried.. .in 
hell!” Hell awaits you at death! 
Refuse Jesus’ now, and He will
